REPORT ON LIVE STOCK, 1909. 


The experience of last season with regard to live stock was only of a moderately satisfactory 
character. Increases were recorded with regard to each kind of stock, regarding which detailed statistics 
are tabulated, but only with respect to horses was the advance equal to that of the previous year, the 
numbers of cattle and sheep increasing only to a relatively small extent.

From the above table it will be seen that between the first and last year of the decade, speaking 
approximately, horses have increased by 100,000, cattle by 630,000, and sheep by 9,000,000—the latter 
thus having nearly doubled during the period. These signs of progress are more significant when it is 
remembered that during several of the earlier years of the decade the big drought was still in progress, 
and each year witnessed a diminution in the numbers of most of the various kinds of live stock, the 
minimum having only been reached during the years 1902 and 1903.

For horses, 1909’s experience of 6°86 per cent. was the second best of the period, only exceeded by 
that for 1907, 7°85. As to cattle, four consecutive years, 1900-3, witnessed decreases, the increase ratio 
of 9°03 per cent. for 1909 was the lowest with one exception of all increases recorded, the record of 8°87 
per cent. in 1905 being the exception.

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Thus in Gregory South and in the Cook District the area to each sheep or its equivalent was 18°40 
and 18°36 respectively, whilst the area in the Moreton District was 1°08 acres only, and that for Wide 
Bay was also less than 2 acres. The acreages per head in Burnett, Darling Downs, and Port Curtis ranged 
from 2 to 5 acres. Districts providing 4 to 5 acres per head were Mitchell, North Kennedy, Maranoa, and 
Leichhardt, whilst Warrego and Burke provided 7 to 8 acres; South Kennedy a little more than the 
latter area, the ratio in Gregory North being 15°20 acres to each head. 


Horses.—The question of export has an important bearing on the question of the number of cattle 
and sheep depastured, as will be shown later on, but not with regard to the numbers of horses, although 
possessed of considerable significance with respect to them also, from the financial aspect.

There were 2,464 horses imported and 12,756 exported during 1909, an excess of 10,292 in favour 
of the exports. Of the imports 8 came foreign, 5 from the United Kingdom, and 3 from New Zealand. 
The first named were no doubt high class stud animals, as their average value was declared at £510. 
The average value of the 2,456 horses from the other States of the Commonwealth was £24. The horses 
exported numbered 3,638 sent oversea foreign, and 9,118 to the other States. Of the former, 3,315, or 
91 per cent., were shipped to India, mostly for army remounts. Thé average declared value of these was 
£12, which seems considerably lower than the prices said to be paid for horses for this purpose, judging 
from the newspaper reports of remount agent’s visits. There was also a small export of 251 head to the 

The horses shipped there were not at first too 
favourably accepted, their condition being low, appearance was against them; subsequently developing

form and being found intelligent and tractable, the previous opinion was reversed, and an increase in the 
export to Manilla of horses as remounts is probable. 


The number of stallions returned last year was 7,304, showing a proportion of 1°31 per cent. to all 
horses.

It will be seen that of the 32,230 cattle owners 28,378, or 88 per cent., depastured herds of 100 
or less in number, the aggregate number owned by them being 711,132, or an average of 25 to each 
owner. The average number of beasts to each herd ranging from 101 to 300 head was 172. Of the next 
group, comprising herds 301 to 1,000, there were 848 owners and 456,915 head of cattle, an average to 
each of 539. The great bulk of the cattle—67 per cent.—are held in herds of over 1,000, each herd 
numbering on the average 4,597 head. 

There were 10 districts in which the number of cattle depastured exceeded 100,000 head, besides 
3 others which approximated very closely to that number, namely—Rockhampton, 238,633; Norman, 
209,759; Cloncurry, 177,167; Charters Towers, 146,701; Etheridge, 146,081; Gladstone, 145,681; 
Richmond, 119,886; Burke, 110,764; Boulia, 104,250; Thargomindah, 102,002; Gayndah, 99,82 
Bowen, 96,395; and Springsure, 95,300. 

Taking all owners as returned and all horned eattle there was, in 1909, an average of 146 head 
to each owner.

Of the total number, 13,083,924 were depastured on only 245 holdings, giving an average ol 


53,404 sheep to each holding. The total number of holdings on which sheep were depastured was 2.88%. 
or an average of 6,785 sheep to each holding; thus 67 per cent. of all the sheep in the State were held by 
245 proprietors, whilst 439 owners depastured a further 4,538,149 sheep, or 23 per cent. of the total; 
so that 684 holdings controlled 90 per cent. of all sheep in the State. 


With the continued run of good seasons the average size of flocks continued to rise, as will be seen 
from the following statement :—

in the average size of flocks. 


As already pointed out, the relative increase in sheep in 1909 as compared with 1908 was not so 
great as with cattle. Information as to which districts recorded increases and decreases respectively 
will be found at Table No. I. in the Appendix. The experience of last year points distinctly to a general 
movement westward. For purposes of comparison between the last two years it has been necessary in 
some instances to group the districts, owing to changes as to boundary or to the proclamation of new 
districts. In five areas the increase in sheep in 1909 exceeded 100,000, namely—Muttaburra, 228,644 ; 
Cunnamulla, 189,532; Hughenden, 109,405; Aramac, 106,968; and Richmond, 102,853. In three 
other districts it exceeded 80,000—Adavale, 88,456; Charleville, 83,927; and Windorah, 80,287. The 
two largest decreases were in the northern half of the Downs, embracing the 1908 districts of Toowoomba 
and Dalby, 153,860, and at St. George, 80,192; Blackall also showed a decrease of 42,982 sheep. The 
cause of decrease of sheep in Darling Downs Pastoral District was chiefly owing to the cutting up of 
large estates, and in a lesser degree to the drought prevailing during the latter part of the year which 
necessitated owners either selling or removing their sheep. 


Disposal or Live Srocx.—The number of live stock disposed of during the year is an important 
clement in the consideration of the annual increase. You cannot both “have your cake and eat it.” Any 
increase in the number put to profit is, of course, a direct reduction from the number remaining. The 
following table compares the disposal of live stock for 1908 and 1909 :—

There were 61,158 more cattle and 676,588 more sheep put to profit in 1909 than in 1908. The 
61,158 cattle consisted of 48,922 preserved, chiefly for export, and 13,033 required for home consumption, 
less a small decrease in the excess of import. The 676,588 sheep comprised—Excess export, 305,646 ; 
preserved, 258,211; and used for home consumption, 112,731. ‘

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Both sections of the trade in cattle on the hoof—imports and exports—showed a slight increase 
in 1909 over 1908. The imports of 41,804 head in 1909 were exceeded during Sever al years ue the decade, 
namely—in 1906 with 63,157, in 1903 with 56,175, and in 1907 with 51,32 
145,591 in 1909—were greater than for any other year in the table, Saas 1908, a MAD ATL. ar 
1904, with 139,745, gave records approximately very closely to the figures for last year. 


The 178,719 sheep imported in 1909 were fewer than the number introduced during all but three 
years of the decade—1904 with 94,117, 1900 with 103,967, and 1905 with 148,163. The number of sheep 
exported last year—909,007—was only once exceeded during the period illustrated in the above table, 
namely, in 1907, when 1,031,326 were sent out of the State. 

FreezinG. And Preservinc.—The meat-packing industry of Queensland has developed within a 
comparatively short retrospect. Some twenty years ago the annual export value of meats of all kinds, 
including extracts, rarely reached a value exceeding £100, 000. Up to 1890, on four oecasions only did 
it exceed that figure. The introduction of freezing changed the position, and last year the value of the 
output of the meat freezing and packing establishments exceeded the value of £1,750,000.

There were thirteen establishments engaged last year in meat freezing and packing. They gave 
employment to 1,475 hands, and have a capital of £242,631 invested in machinery and plant and of 
£318,360 in land and premises, and the total value of the output was £1,778,709. 


Full information as to this important industry is given in Appendix Tables Nos. III. and V., 
whilst Table No. IV. furnishes particulars respecting live stock slaughtered for home use; the by-products 
from some of the latter ave, so far as they are conserved, also included in Table No. V. It has also to 
be borne in mind that where it is stated that so many cattle or sheep have been frozen or otherwise pre- 
served the number apportioned to each method of treatment is in part arrived at by estimate, as in many 
instances parts of the same animal will be differently treated; for instance, the hindquarters frozen, 
say, and the rest passed to the canning department. 

There were 110,290 head of cattle dealt with at the freezing and canning factories last year, 
85,665 being frozen against 49,357 so treated in 1908, and indeed was a greater number than thus dealt 
with for any year since 1903. From them there was obtained for shipment 58,051,795 Ib. of beef. The 
number slaughtered for otherwise preserving, 24,179 head, was in excess of any so treated since 1902, 
and more than doubled the 11,822 killed for preserving in 1908. They returned 13,992,251 Ib. of fresh 
preserved beef and 226,876 Ib. salted. Only 446 head were returned as boiled down for tallow only. 

Of the 510,858 sheep and lambs factory slaughtered durmg 1909, 348,501 sheep and 21,851 lambs 
were frozen, 131,720 were fresh preserved, and 8, 786 boiled down for tallow. The first named yielded 
14,449,949 lb. of frozen mutton and 649,484 lb. of eee lamb, whilst those killed for preserving 
returned 4,519,069 Ib. of fresh preserved mutton and 25,059 Ib. of fresh preserved lamb. In addition 
to the foregoing, these factories put up 61,220 lb. of meat extract. 


A notable feature of last year’s work was the carrying to a successful issue that which has long 
been a dream of the meat shipping industry. On the Ist September, 1909, the first shipment was made 
of chilled meat, which was subsequently landed in London ir excellent condition. The proof thus afforded 
that this can be done removes an important obstacle to Australian meat competing equally in the home 
market with the produce of less distant countries. The meat in question was chilled at Redbank by 
what is known as the Linley process. 

A second shipment made early in the current year did not result quite so satisfactorily as the 
first. Shipped durimg the hottest part of the year, quick despatch was an imperative necessity. This 
was prevented by the coal strike, which delayed the steamer for nearly ten days. The shipment had the 
further misfortune to reach London on Good Friday, and discharging was consequently delayed until the 
following Tuesday. This series of mishaps lengthening the period from shipment to discharge by a fort- 
night. The third cargo of chilled meat is now on the way home, and left here under conditions justifying 
the fullest confidence in a successful result. 

Another direction in which there appears a possibility of expansion is in the export of turtle in a 
frozen condition. ‘These amphibians abound on the Queensland coast ; by shipping them frozen they arrive 
in a better condition than when carried alive for even a short distance. Some small shipments during 
last year’s season met with ready acceptance; and it is believed that a considerable trade in this line 
might readily be worked up. 


The number of swine slaughtered was 131,018—this includes those killed by f farmers 


and from 
them 9,228,317 Ib. of ham and bacon and 2,574,737 lb. of pork were obtained. ; 


In 1909 the output of these factories aggregated a weight of meat and extract of 103,778,757 lb. 
against 62,530,260 lb. for the previous year besides tallow 7,011 tons, and lard 592,614 lb. The meat 
exported of all kinds in 1909 amounted to 108,222,626 Ib., some 4,500,000 lb. more than the production 
shown in the table. 


The annual demand for consumption within the State is shown in Appendix Table LV., as already 
stated. To meet this in 1909, 185,220 head of cattle, 553,742 sheep, 9,514 calves, 12,118 lambs, and 37,205

hogs were slaughtered, truly an enormous meat bill for but little more than 500,000 people. A notable 
feature in the experience of a series of years is the decline in the average weights of both cattle and 
sheep slaughtered, amounting to about 50 lb. per head in the former, and some 7 Ib. per head of the 
latter. Last year each individual of the population-man, woman, and child—consumed on an average 
197 Ib. of beef, 40 Ib. of mutton, 1 Ib. of veal, # 1b. of lamb, 6% Ib. of pork, or a total weight of all kinds 
of meat nearly 246 lb. 

The by-products of meat-preserving form a most important part of the industry, as will be seen 
by reference to Appendix Table No. V. The aggregate value of these last year was £313,317, the chief 
items of which were hides, £151,586; skins, £100,246; edible fats, £19,466; and manure, £11,015. 

Swine SLavGuTerED.—So many hogs are killed by farmers that the following table is prepared 
to illustrate the localities in which pigs are slaughtered elsewhere than in the factories. To prevent

Woou.—The importance of the pastoral industry to the State is perhaps best realised when its 
staple product wool is brought under review. Nearly 20,000,000 sheep, which have for many years 
been carefully bred and culled with a view to securing the best: and heaviest possible fleece, necessarily 


contribute a large and valuable quantity of wool. The following table affords information on this

In 1909, 18,439,937 sheep passed under the shears; this was 1,931,076 more than in 1908. The 
return of wool was 80,170,509 lb. greasy, and 21,491,099 lb. scoured, giving an aggregate output of 
greasy wool of 123,152,707 Ib., or 16,040,535 lb. more than in the previous year. The quantity of wool 
returned in a scoured state was nearly equal for both years, the increase therefore appearing in the 
schedule under the head in the grease. The average weight per bale and fleece were both greater in 
1909 than in 1908. The foregoing does not include wool that has left the owner on the skin. This 
amounts to a very considerable quantity, and, with a view to securing as complete a return as possible, 
information as to wool obtained from the pelt at fellmongeries and that dealt with still on the skin has 
been collected and tabulated, thus adding some 6,500,000 Ib. to the output of wool for the year, the 
total of which was 129,668,298 Ib. 


In the Appendix, at Table No. VI., will be found very full details as to the wool clip for 1909. 
This is now the third year of issue of these particulars, and it may now be relied upon as fairly 
representing the position, the very greatest care having been exercised by the officers of this Department 
to secure accuracy.

The pastoral industry is still an easy first as a contributor to export of home produce, invariably 
providing a full half of the total export. In 1909, owing to a drop in both agricultural and mineral 
products, the ratio of pastoral products to the total was 57°13 per cent. The great reduction in the 
sugar output was an important factor in reducing the figures representative of agriculture.

year. The stocking with Angoras is very widely distributed, covering nearly the whole State east of 
the 142 degree of longitude and south of the 16th parallel of latitude. The greatest numbers were kept 
at Dalby, 1,225; Rockhampton, 839; Banana, 787; Emerald, 748; Roma, 693; Stanthorpe, 506; and 
Townsville, 501. 


- Camets.—These animals are used in considerable numbers in the Western portions of the State. 
There were 334 returned for 1909. In Western Australia, where they are much more availed of for 
purposes of transport, the Govenment has established an experimental farm for breeding this very useful 
if somewhat ugly animal. 


Osrriches.—It is a matter for surprise that the very lucrative industry of feather “ growing” 
has not been introduced on a commensurate scale. There is every indication that the climatic conditions 
obtaining over large areas of Queensland are such as to suit the ostrich, whilst the principal article of 
diet—lucerne—flourishes. An experimental station has been started, and there were, at the end of 
1909, 28 birds in the State.
